13,000 SALARY 
BOOST IN TOWN 


L. C. Keefauver Is 
Now Best Paid Of 
Any School Of­ 
ficial In County. 


GETS $600 OF 
$3,000 INCREASE 


G ettysburg teachers' salaries for 
the present year will be exactly $3.- 
000 more than the 1929-30 total ac­ 
cording to a report Hied with the 
state departm ent of public instruc­ 
tion at Harrisburg by George 
P 
Black, secretary of the Gettysburg 
school district. 
The report is flied 
in connection with the annual ap ­ 
propriation given by the state to the 
G ettysburg school district. 
The total spent oi^ teachers* sal­ 
aries last year was $53,920, of which 
$29,400 went for high school teach­ 
ers and 924,520 for grade teachers, 
rhis year's salary list totals $56,- 
920. of which $30,650 goes for blah 
school 
teachers 
and 
$26,270 
for 
grade teachers. 
According to the report, every 
teacher In Gettysburg was given an 
increase for the present year, the 
raises ranging from $50 to $600 a 
year. 
L. C. Keefauver, the super­ 
vising principal, was given a boost 
of $600 a year to $3,600, his salary 
now exceeding that of W Raymond 
Shank. Adams county superintend­ 
ent of schools, who receives $3,500 
annually. 
The salary of G W, Lefever prin­ 
cipal of the high school, was in ­ 
creased from $2,200 to $2,400 a year. 
and Eugene M artin, athletic direc­ 
tor and teacher of health, was given 
a raise from $1,900 to $2 IOO a year. 
G ettysburg is listed as having 22
